DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-8 and 14-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As per claims 1 and 14 and dependent claims 2-8 and 15-21 
respectively, the examiner found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or 
made obvious an X-ray imaging apparatus comprising: a plurality of X-ray 
tubes comprising a first X-ray tube for producing X-rays from a plurality of 
sources and a second X-ray tube for producing X-rays from a plurality of 
sources and a controller for controlling an order in which X-ray source 
positions are active such that a displacement between an active source position 
in one emission period and an active source position in a period immediately 
after the emission period is greater than a source spacing and including all 
limitations recited in independent claims 1 and 14.
